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Plans for Book Week 


The fol!owing suggestions have been drawn 
up by the Book Week committee of the Los 
Angeles School Library Association for pos- 
sible ways of observing Book Week, using the 
Book Fair motif. It is especially interesting 
to turn from these suggested ideas to the 
report from Miss Metcalf on her successful 
use of such a theme last year, immediately 
following this article. 


A DIFFERENT THEME FOR 1930: A BookK FAIR 


The Elementary schools, the Women’s 
Clubs, the Girl Reserves, the Boy Scouts, the 
Woodcrafters, and all the other interesting 
civic bodies as well as the local book stores 
are stressing the same theme during Book 
Week this year: The Book Fair. The Book 
Week committee of the Los Angeles School 
Librarians’ Association feels that Junior and 
Senior high schools might join them with 
mutual benefits. 


HOW TO USE THE IDEA 

These fairs could be worked out very sim- 
ply in the library by merely having exhibits 
of books or they could be developed elaborate- 
ly by utilizing the idea of a medieval book 
fair with attractive booths to display the 
books, children in costume to form a pro- 
cession to the Fair, puppet shows, etc.

EXHIBITS 
The exhibits in the library could be gather- 
ed together by each department in the school 
and the projects displayed to show their out- 
growth from the library books. Or they might 
be under the sole care of the librarian, in 
which case she could arrange the books under 
suitable headings. Perhaps a display of old or 
rare books some of which might be brought 
by the students from home might make up 
one exhibit as might also a booth telling the 
history of books. 
SHOW WINDOWS 
If you are fortunate enough to have show 
windows available, they might be decorated 
as a booth in the Fair and used to advertise 
the exhibits in the library. 


AUDITORIUM CALLS 

A skit with a circus as a background or 
involving book characters would add a dram- 
atic note to the program and is always effec- 
tive. The Committee hopes that the idea of a 
Book Fair will appeal to each of you and that 
it will be carried out in your library in one 
way or another.

The success of our Book Week programme 
was due much to the splendid co-operation 
of our local book store and various depart- 
ments within our own school added to the 
natural enthusiasm of the children for books. 

Tuesday of Book Week was devoted to the 
dramatization in the school auditorium of 
some of the most popular children’s books. 
The programme was presented on Tuesday 
afternoon for parents and again on Thurs- 
day for the children. Immediately after the 
programme the Book Fair was opened to 
parents and tea served in the library by the 
children in costume as they appeared in the 
Book Week play. Copies of “Gifts for child- 
ren’s book shelves” secured from the Amer- 
ican Library Association and also a copy of 
“Recent children’s books” were presented to 
each guest. This being the second annual 
Book Week exhibit opened to parents of the 
district, the lists were much in demand. Last 
year, the requests for the above lists were 
far in excess of the supply and continued to 
come in long after Book Week had passed. 
The books which were brought to school by 
the children after the holidays convinced us 
that the lists had been wisely used. 

Wednesday of Book Week was devoted en- 
tirely to the children. The festive air so at- 
tractive to children was brought about by 
various means. Colorful posters announcing 
Book Week and urging the purchase of books 
for Christmas presents lined the hall lead- 
ing to the library. The tables in the library 
were loaded down with the new books loaned 
to us by the book store. All jackets that were 
brilliant in color were left upon the books. 
Gay water-color posters here and there with 
attractive book displays beneath them helped 
also to lend color and gayety. Framed pic- 
tures of much loved authors of children’s 
books, as well as a map of adventure were 
the center of much interest. A framed picture 
of the real Christopher Robin delighted all 
the children and renewed interest in “When 
we were very young,” and other titles by 
Milne. A miniature stage of gold and silver 
with costumed figures made for the occasion 
to represent “The Three Princesses of the 
Blue Mountains,” produced a clamor for Asb- 
jornsen’s “East of the Sun and West o’ the 
Moon”’ illustrated by Kay Nielsen. 

A slip of paper was given to every child 
as he entered the library which bore the 
heading “Books for Christmas.” Below the

heading was space for the child’s name and 
section number. All slips were stamped “Ap- 
proved by Luther Burbank Elem. School 
Library.” This mark of approval, we felt, 
when the slips were presented to parents 
doubtful of their ability to choose books 
wisely for children, would encourage them 
to purchase one or more of the titles, secure 
in the feeling that the books would be suit- 
able for the child. Any additional information 
as to best editions, illustrators, etc. was add- 
ed in footnotes by the librarian. Careful sup- 
arvision and assistance were given by the 
librarian whenever necessary. It was found, 
however, that most all of the children were 
capable of selecting their own books. In very 
few cases was it necessary to suggest any 
change of title. The Book Fair was open to 
the third, fourth, fifth, and sixth grades. The 
only requisite for admittance was a pair of 
spotlessly clean hands. No books were soiled 
or damaged. The enthusiasm of the children 
was boundless and still carried over in anti- 
cipation of the coming holidays. As a follow- 
up programme, book plates and bookmarks 
will be given to the children upon their re- 
turn after the holidays. 

This will afford, also: a means to ascertain 
the number of books that were received as 
Christmas presents for which our Book Fair 
may have been an inspiration. 

At the time of the programme the enroll- 
ment of the third, fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades totalled five-hundred-forty-four 
pupils. A post holiday count of the books re- 
ceived and given at Christmas numbered six- 
hundred-sixty. Those of less merit, in a few 
cases, were chosen not by the children them- 
selves but by relatives inexperienced in book 
buying for children. It should be borne in 
mind that the district from which our boys 
and girls come is ranked among one of the 
well-to-do districts of the city. This may ac- 
count, in part, for the great sum spent on 
books at this time. However, that the money 
was spent on so many books of exceptional 
merit chosen from our exhibit tables is in- 
dicative, we feel, that the Book Week Pro- 
gramme can be a strong factor in encourag- 
ing suitable selection by and for children.

READING RESEARCH PROJECT 


A research project which has been carried 
on for over a year in the elementary schools 
of Long Beach, has a direct bearing on the 
value of the elementary school library which 
has significance not only for the special 
school where the work was done but for ele- 
mentary school libraries elsewhere. 

Two groups of children of varying I. Q.s 
were selected from the 5A and the 6B child- 
ren, one of which was designated as a con- 
trol group and the other experimental. Tho 
first group was placed under formal instruct- 
ion in reading and continued for a semester 
in the usual teaching program. The exper- 
imental group was simply turned loose ir 
the school library for free reading. At the 
end of each semester the respective grouns 
were tested by the Sangren-Woody Reading 
Tests which are of seven types: word mean- 
ing, rate, fact material, total meaning, cen- 
tral thought, following of directions, and 
organization. Librarians will be interested 
and gratified to know that the experimental 
group of children showed to distinct advant- 





age in almost all of the tests. 

A mass of detailed and statistical material 
has been collected, giving the history of the 
research in full.

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SAVING THE LIBRARY BOOKS 


Franklin High School in Los Angeles has 
roped off its doors so that students enter the 
library single file and leave their text-books 
and folders at the door. The physical features 
of the room were ideal for this system and we 
hope to have an oak rail instead of the rope, 
sometime. 

It is a curious fact, that before we asked 
students to leave their text-books, very very 
few had folders. Last term they were per- 
mitted to take their folders into the library, 
but it was not more than a few weeks before 
nearly every student had a folder, and they 
were so suspiciously fat, because they con- 
tained everything from the thin text-books 
to “Snappy Stories.” Now folders also, must 
be left at the door. It may be a little incon- 
venient for the students to take out the few 
sheets of paper that they need, but we are 
certainly saving the books. Of course coat 
pockets are still probably carrying out some 
of the small books, but the loss is now noth- 
ing, compared to formerly. Incidentally, this 
system solves a few discipline problems. 

The rope necessitates students passing 
the desk in single file to go out, and they are 
required to hand in a card or check for each 
book, magazine, pamphlet or picture in their 
hands before they reach their text-books 


PASADENA

Miss Rosa B. Cage, librarian of the Poly- 
technic High School, attended the meeting of 
the Executive Board of the California Li- 
brary Association in Oakland on Saturday, 
October 25. 


The Board of Education of Riverside has 
established what is known as the Riverside 
Elementary City School Library, which is 
housed in the Administration Building of the 
city school system. ':'he library consists main- 
ly of text books, such as supplementary read- 
ers’ arithmetics, etc. for the elementary 
schools. During the last two weeks of Sep- 
tember, 4,123 volumes were distributed 
among the elementary schools of the city, 
and 1,400 volumes during the first two weeks 
of October. In addition to text books, there is 
a small collection of professional books for 
the use of teachers. The library is open from 
2:30 to 5:00 four afternoons each week. Miss 
Doris Rowlands is in charge, with one part- 
time assistant.
